Co u n tless th o u san d s 
o f liv es are 
lo st an n u ally th ro u h o u t th e n atio n , 
fro m d iseases that are tran smitted 
by th e co mmo n ho usefly . Dy sen trv , 
d iarrh ea, ty p h o id 
fev er, tu b ercu lo sis 
an d man y o ther disabling and ev en 
fatal diseases are spread 
b y flies, 
and the co ntro l o f ho useflies be­ 
co mes o f great impo rtance when 
co nsidered in the light o f public 
health.

4 See that y o ur windo ws, do o rs, 
and po rches are screened so that the 
stray fly fro m so me,careless neigh­ 
bo r canno t mo lest y o ur family ,” 
t>r. Co x said, “ mae sure that y o ur 
gro cer o bserv es pro per sanitatio n 
standards and keeps y o ur meat, fo o d 
and 
v egetable 
supplies 
screened 
fro m flies. 
“ Then direct y o ur effo rts to elimi- 
ating all fly breeding places such as 
o pen garbage pails, o pen priv ies and 
o ther filth that o ffers the fly pro ­ 
per warmth, mo isture and fo o d, 
plies thriv e o n filth, and inasmuch 
as a female ho usefly will pro duce 
to o to 1000 egs per seaso n, it can 
e as ily be seen that o ne breeding 
place left av ailable in a co mmunity , 
tan be respo nsible fo r a tremendo us 
tio rde o f flies.’’
